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Riding centre 
owner to pay 

£19,000 after 

court action 


THE owner of an Ogmore-by-Sea riding 
stable has been ordered to pay fines and 
costs of more than £19,000 at Cardiff 
Crown Court, writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Robert Williams, 57, of Ogmore Road, Ogmore- 
by-Sea, was said by prosecutor Lee Reynolds to 
have “demonstrated a blatant disregard for health 
and safety regulations.” 

He had admitted three charges of failing to report 
an accident, and one of failing to comply with health 
and safety regulations. 

The court heard that Williams, who was involved 
in carrying out charity work, ran Ogmore Farm 
Riding Centre. Among the riding services were

beach treks at Ogmore. 

The local authority, said Mr Reynolds, had 
provided him with health and safety guidelines. 

In March 2012, the Vale of Glamorgan Council 
were advised by Teresa Bosque that she had suffered 
an injury that had not been reported. 

She confirmed that on a trek, no first aid kit was 
carried or hi-visibility equipment. 

She said that she had been about to canter when a 
horse in front kicked out. 

She fell off, and felt a “pop” in her lower back. 
She was airlifted to Morriston Hospital and treated 
for fractured vertebrae. 

Mr Reynolds said staff at the centre had been 
warned they should adhere to certain practices. 

In January 2012, Caroline Youde was airlifted to 
the University Hospital of Wales, with a broken 
vertebra. While riding, she became confused about 
who were members of the staff, and who were not. 

Again, no first aid kit was available. 

A further accident was not reported, said Mr 
Reynolds. This involved Gareth John breaking a leg 
at the stable. 

In the past, said Mr Reynold, a customer fell from 
a horse during a beach trek. This was not reported 
and the stables were fined £500 with costs of £402. 

Dominic Kaye, representing Williams, said: 
“This was not a total dereliction of duty, and the 
case involved unintentional breaches of 
regulations”. 

How people fell off a horse, he said, was 
irrelevant. On occasion, staff wore hi-vis tabards 
and first aid kit had been available. 

“These breaches were technical and not wilful or 
intentional.” 

He said Williams was a hard-working, upstanding 
person, who had run his business for 40 years with 
over 100,000 people using the facilities. 

He carried out charity work for prostate cancer 
sufferers, for leukaemia research and for a local 
hospital. 

He said he never took a day off and produced 100 
good character references. 

His turnover, he said, was about £70,000 and 
there was a modest profit of only £1,500 involved. 

Recorder Richard Booth QC said there had been 
“positive mitigation” on Williams’ behalf. He fined 
him a total of £7,000 and ordered him to pay 
£12,000 costs and a victim surcharge of £100.

*Cuts in allowances’ 
claim needs scrutiny 


T he cabinet members’ letter, ‘Facts 
about councillors’ expenses’ (The 
GEM, June 5), contains a sentence 
which is a little confusing. 

The sentence beginning “total allowances paid to 
councillors ... for the last financial year were 
£108,773” could be misunderstood, as the second 
part of the sentence makes it clear that the figure 
quoted is a reduction in allowances. 

The total payment to councillors for 2013/14 was 
£841,249.80. That was a reduction of £108,773 (11 
per cent), so well done the current cabinet - but 
hang-on a moment... 

The Welsh Government Remuneration Board 
prescribes maximum payments and for 2012/13 
they decided to cut allowances by 5 per cent basic 
and 10 per cent for special responsibility. A 
decision made well before the current cabinet came 
into being. 

Perhaps that was the more substantial influence 
for the reduction claimed in the cabinet’s letter. It

attractive paved path 
through woodland now 
links these 
communities.

As a temporary 
measure, residents had 
taken their own 
initiative and cleared an 
informal path through 
woodland alongside the 
road, but this was far 
from ideal and in wet 
weather became quite 
treacherous. 

The project is funded 
through the Rural 
Development Plan 
(RDP) for Wales 2007 - 
2013 through the Welsh 
Government and the 
European Agricultural 
Fund for Rural 
Development. 

The new footpath has 
been established using a 
£6,500 grant from 
Creative Rural 
Communities, the Vale 


Council led rural 
regeneration 
partnership, £5,000 of 
S106 funding and 
contributions from both 
the Llanfair Community 
Council and the St Mary 
Church Residents 
Association. 

Strong support was 
also received from the 
head teacher of Llanfair 
Primary School, Diane 
Normansell, whose 
pupils use the footpath 
regularly. 

Mrs Normansell said: 
“The children already 
enjoy using the new 
path which makes their 
journey to school a lot 
safer. We now have a 
much more secure route 
up to the church, the 
Spinney and other parts 
of the main village 
which we use to 
enhance our learning 
opportunities. 

“Pupils will be 
making bird boxes for 
installation along the 
path so that this small 
stretch of woodland, 
which is already home 
to many birds and 
native flower species, 
will continue to attract 
wildlife and become an 
area that the whole 
community can enjoy.”

A 10-year-old 
Eagleswell pupil 
returned home one 
day to ask her 
parents about the 
family’s 
connections to the 
Second World War 
and the question 
uncovered a 

fascinating story 
involving the war, 
the RAF and 
Hollywood. 

Rhiannon

working on a project set 
by the primary school 
last September and 
wondered whether her 
parents Danny and 
Helen knew of any 
family involvement in 


the war. 

Danny knew that his 
mother Jennifer was 
adopted and began to 
look into the details of 
her birth-parents - and 
along with the help of a 
researcher Mr David 
Wade uncovered an 
amazing story. 

Danny said: “My 
grandfather Sgt Earnest 
Polden was a serving 
pilot in 500 Squadron 
during the war. 

“On June 26, 1941, 
he was given the task of 
flying two civilian film¬ 
makers from 20th 
Century Fox, Otto 
Kanturek and Jack 
Parry in an Avro Anson, 
so they could shoot an 
RAF formation for the

“The plan was to 
film two Hurricanes.

“We don’t know 
what the weather was 
like on the day, but we 
do know that they took 
off at around midday 
and there was a 
collision at 2,000 feet. 

“The Avro Anson 
went into an ‘upside- 
down flat-spin’ and all 
on board were killed.” 

Earnest was just 24 
years old. A year 
earlier he had married 
Edith, who passed away 
giving birth to 
Jennifer - Danny’s 
mum - two months 
after her husband’s 
death. 

Jennifer was adopted 
by family friends. 

At the time of the 
crash Mr Kanturek was 
44, and Mr Parry 
believed to be in his 
early 40s. It is thought 
the pilot of the 
Hurricane survived. 

On Saturday, June 7, 
Danny, Helen and 
Rhiannon met the 
descendants of the two 
other victims of the 
collision at the crash 
site near Mingay Farm, 
off Holt Road, 
Cawston. 

Danny said: “My 
mother, Jennifer sent 
her regards to everyone 
who made the 
meeting.” 

Chris Kanturek- 
Fucas, 73, the son of 
Mr Kanturek, made the 
journey from 

Johannesburg with his 
wife June.

Parry, Daryl Jago, aged 
82, travelled up from 
Plymouth. He had 
researched the events 
surrounding the crash 
with the assistance of 
David Wade, and a 
Fowestoft-based 
aviation expert Bob 
Collis. 

It was thanks to Mr 
Wade and Mr Collis’s 
work that the families 
were put in touch and 
able to arrange the 
emotional get-together. 

The family members 
spent a morning at the 
former RAF Coltishall 
base and Scottow 
Cemetery, and paid a 
visit to the former RAF 
Bircham Newton base. 

They also went to the 
Imperial War Museum 
at Duxford to see a 
restored Avro Anson 
which had exactly the 
same colours on the one 
that fateful day in 1941. 

Danny said: “I was 
able to lay a wreath at 
RAF Bircham. They 
were so good to us 
there.”

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World War One memories 
reveal a family tragedy

THE plans being made to mark the 
centenary of World War One have 
prompted a Cowbridge woman to revisit 
her family history - and think again about 
a family tragedy. 

Valerie Ellis’ grandmother lived to be 100 - the 
mark of a survivor. 

However, Valerie’s grandmother was a member of 
a family that was devastated by the Great War. 
Reflecting on what happened prompted Valerie to 
write the poem that concludes this article. 

She told The GEM that the background to the 
poem is that her Nan lost five brothers in WWl. 
They were a family with 16 children, 10 boys and six 
girls, but the loss of those five brothers triggered a 
bigger heartbreak for the family. 

The surviving children never discovered what 
became of them, and then their grief-stricken mother 
died young. 

The children were told that their father had also 
died, and that led to the children being split up and 
sent to ‘cottage homes’. 

However, the children had been lied to. The truth 
was that their father had been unable to cope with the 
loss of five sons, followed by the death of his wife. 

He was confined to a mental institution, and it was 
Valerie’s grandmother who discovered the truth. 

She said; “Years later, when she was married to 
my grandfather, who adored her, she saw her dad in 
the street when he was in his late 80s. 

“I am sure there are many more stories of this 
nature and I visited Ypres many years ago with my 
son on a football tournament and the memory of the 
white rows of graves has always stayed with me. 

“My aunt has traced the family tree and we have 
the record of my great grandmother’s death from the 
newspaper of the time. 

“I wrote this for my Nan Lilly, whom I listened to 
for hours telling interesting stories about her life; 

With all my love for Lillian Ellen Jones 1905 - 
2005 a remarkable woman of her time. 

In memory of sons and brothers. 

Letter writing every day

Lost to us our brothers dear

Queen’s speech shows 
the way forward 


LAST week the Queen 
delivered her last speech 
before the 2015 General 
Election. 

Its focus was to secure the 
recovery and continue the long 
term economic plan. Locally, 
the claimant count of 
unemployment has fallen to 4 
per cent and at long last, tax 
cuts are starting to feed through. 

The long term plan can give 
residents in Barry and across 
the Vale some peace of mind for 
the future. 

From knocking on doors 
throughout Barry and the rural 
Vale, it seems that although 
residents are pleased 
unemployment has fallen 
locally, it is obvious people 
want and expect further 
progress. I couldn’t agree 
more. 

Low interest rates impact 
pensioners and savers. This is 
why I am pleased that the 
Queen’s speech responds to 
this. If you’ve worked hard and 
saved for your pension, you 
should be free to decide what to 
do with your money. 

Steps are being taken for 
people to take complete control 
over how they access their 
personal pension. 

Those who want a regular 
income will still be able to 
purchase one; those who want 
greater control of their finances 
in the short term can take a 
greater amount as a lump sum; 
those who don’t want either an

income or prefer to withdraw 
everything in one go will be 
able to keep their pension 
invested and access it over time. 

There will also be important 
changes to workplace pensions 
to give employees more 
certainty about their income in 
retirement. 

Also central to the speech 
were measures to help families 
with the cost of childcare and to 
protect workers from 
exploitation. 

Childcare costs have also 
been raised with me, as it is one 
of the biggest challenges for 
parents. Therefore, helping 


working families with their 
childcare costs - with tax-free 
support of up to £2,000 a year 
for each child - will help both 
with the cost of living and 
assist people to go back to 
work. 

This, coupled with the 
increase in personal tax 
allowance to £10,500, will have 
a major impact. This is cutting 
income tax for over 25 million 
people in the UK and 38,000 
here in the Vale. A total of 452 
have been taken out of tax 
altogether locally. The freeze in 
fuel duty will continue for the 
rest of this Parliament. 

This speech also sees the end 
of ‘zero hours’ contracts where 
they prevent workers taking 
jobs elsewhere. In addition to 
policies to protect workers, the 
Government has raised the 
maximum fine to £20,000 per 
employee for employers who 
pay less than the minimum 
wage - if anyone is in this 
position, please let me know. 

As one of the Prime 
Minister’s Small Business 
Ambassadors I was pleased to 
see policies introduced to make 
it is easier for small businesses 
to start, grow and employ more 
people. 

There is still a long way to 
go but this Queen’s speech 
shows the Government’s 
determination to stick to its plan 
to secure a better and brighter 
future for us all in Barry and 
the Vale and beyond.

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BRAVE CLARE FULFILS A DREAM FOR CHARITY 

Bone cancer survivor reaches 


the heights on Pen y Fan 


IN October 2011, Clare Revera planned to 
walk up Pen y Fan to celebrate her 
birthday, despite the fact she had a sore 
hip. 

But excruciating pain cut her climb short and just 
weeks later she was diagnosed with chondrosarcoma 
- a rare but serious form of bone cancer. 

After two years of gruelling chemotherapy and 
surgery, the 49-year-old from Ogmore by Sea 
decided she was now ready to climb Pen y Fan to 
raise vital funds and awareness for Bone Cancer 
Research Trust (BCRT). 

She was joined by a 47-strong team of family and 
friends on Monday, May 26, and said she will never 
forget reaching the 886m summit after three hours. 

“It was an extremely emotional moment. Two 
years before, just after my surgery my leg was 
literally dangling from my hip and I struggled to take 
even one step forward. 

“I truly never thought I would be able to stand at 
the top of a mountain I had actually climbed 
myself.” 

Clare, who usually walks with a crutch, said the 
climb and descent were challenging but helped by 


the support and encouragement of her fellow 
climbers. 

“The whole day was brilliant and I had a variety 
of arms to cling onto when the going was 
particularly steep. 

“One moving moment was when a climber 
stopped me to ask if I was the lady everyone was 
talking about at the bottom and gave me a £5 
donation. He told me he had a broken neck and back 
the year before which left him in danger of losing his 
legs, yet he was training to climb Snowdon in the 
summer - what an inspiration!” she said. 

The walk had originally been planned two days 
previously - but had to be put on hold once again 
due to extreme weather conditions. 

But they didn’t let torrential rain stop play and 
organised a special consolation walk on Saturday, 
May 24 so that everyone could take part. 

She said: “This turned out to be a fabulous day 
with about 40 local team members joining us for an 
extremely wet walk which ended in a local cider 
festival - great fun! 

“One brave walker, Keith Burgess, climbed Pen y 
Fan on his own in appalling conditions - he got to 
the top but couldn’t see a thing!” 


Clare said they originally hoped to raise £2,000 
for BCRT but thanks to everyone’s generous 
donations, they are on track for £4,000 to help 
improve outcomes for those affected by primary 
bone cancer. 

“I’m now here on two legs to tell the tale and after 
having a new titanium pelvis, hip and thigh bone I 
have worked hard over two years to improve my 
mobility and fitness.” 

“I really want to fundraise for research to improve 
outcomes not just for me but many others like me 
who I have met along the way - some who are sadly 
not here anymore,” Clare said. 

BCRT is a charity dedicated to improving 
outcomes for people affected by primary bone 
cancer through research, awareness, information and 
support. 

There has been no improvement in primary bone 
cancer survival rates for over 25 years and BCRT is 
fighting to improve early diagnosis and referrals.

American and Spanish 
rival last December. 

Conceptualised by 
Maria and her team, a 
unique polar cycle was 
then designed and 
manufactured by 
Cornish firm Inspired 
Cycle Engineering and 
since her success their 
sales have rocketed. 

In the same week, the 
University of Plymouth 
where Maria gained a 
pure mathematics 
degree in 2000, has 
awarded her honorary 
sporting colours for 
distinction in sporting 
activities, which she 
will be collecting in 
September.

A REMAKE of an 
1980s TV series,

Unsurprisingly, a 
second serving of Jump 
Street action was 
ordered, and now 
reaches cinema screens 


KENFIG HILL- 
born Howard 
Marks brings his 
one-man show.

Marks attended 
Oxford University where 
he earned a degree in 
nuclear physics and post¬ 
graduate qualifications in 
philosophy. 

Described by the

into it. 

This ‘meta film’ 
(using the film’s 
production within the 
storyline) technique 
continues aplenty in 22 
Jump Street, a film 
which is, in my 
memory, perhaps the 
most knowing sequel 
committed to film. But 
as many films have 
found out (most notably 
Ocean’s 12), there is a 
thin line between being 
meta and just being 
smug; fortunately it’s a 
line that 22 Jump Street 
stays on the right side 
of. 

Most importantly, it’s 
a film that more than 
raises a laugh when not 
winking at itself, 
although there are some 
moments that feel a 
little too stretched out 
or forced. Certainly it 
moves in the ballpark 
that many of these films 
(the likes of Superbad, 
Knocked Up, etc) play 
in, but there is also a 
nice level of spectacle, 
the film having the 
action chops as well as 
the funny bone. 

Directors Phil Lord 
and Christopher Miller 
have already hit paydirt 
once this year, having 
helmed The LEGO 


Movie, and this shows 
no sign of halting their 
hot streak. Directing 
with a verve and style, 
the film looks 
tremendous, and 
whether it’s staging a 
shoot-out or car chase, 
or paying tribute to one 
of Britain’s finest 
comedians in a ‘blink 
and miss it’ easter egg, 
there is little let-up in 
pace or quality. 

Lord and Miller 
manage to not only 
deliver a visually 
impressive blockbuster, 
but also to subvert the 
notion of the 
blockbuster. 

It’s a theme that has 
legs and runs, whether 
it’s questioning how 
much budget the new 
mission has, 
lampooning the fact that 
plot-wise the film is 
more or less copying 
itself and wondering 
(yet again) whether 
people will really buy 
into two 

thirtysomethings 
pretending to be college 
students. 

The script is certainly 
very clever, sometimes 
trying a little too hard, 
but the notion and the 
aim makes for a 
refreshing change, even 
if the carbon copy plot 
does feel too flimsy 
second time round. 

Both Jonah Hill and 
Channing Tatum have 
seen their profiles rise 
since the last outing. 

Hill picking up another 
Oscar nomination and 
Tatum flexing some 
action star clout, but 
both are on fine form 
here. 

The film goes as far 
as to mock them. Hill 
for becoming a ‘serious’ 
actor, while Tatum’s 
ability for improvisation 
is questioned, knowing 
gags that manage to hit 
home, while their 
performances also 
deliver the goods, ably 
supported by the likes 
of Ice Cube and Nick 
Offerman, among 
others. 

In a summer stuffed 
full of sequels, 22 Jump 
Street manages to offer 
up something exciting, 
intriguing and well 
executed; its knowing 
winks land, the gag rate 
is pretty good and the 
action is stylishly done. 
As for 23 Jump Streetl 
Well just make sure you 
stay through the 
credits... 

VERDICT-A film 
not afraid to mock 
itself, and lampoon the 
sensibilities of sequels, 
22 Jump Street is a 
bigger beast this time 
round, and while the 
plot doesn’t add much, 
its knowing tone and 
comedic intelligence, 
coupled with a big 
budget blockbuster feel, 
means that the film is 
well worth watching. 
Recommended.

As this work has not progressed, I have asked 
questions on many occasions of the council and 
landowner and learned that there have been legal 
technicalities which have delayed the start of the 
construction. 

However, I have been assured that these matters 
are being resolved and that the funding is still 
available in spite of the demise of SWTA (South 
Wales Transport Alliance). I hope work starts on 
this sooner rather than later.

O UR first dog, Jacob Woodie 

Sausage Williamson-Sarll (try 
shouting that out on the Common) 
could say sausages. 

The most adorable, toffee-coloured creature, 
with floppy ears and black ‘eye liner’, he was a 
Labrador-German Shepherd cross, rescued by us as 
a puppy from the Dogs Trust, which was then the 
NCDL, on Tondu Road in Bridgend. 

Like all committed, loving dog owners, we 
thought Jakie was incredibly special, and as well as 
his verbal prowess (well, it SOUNDED like 
sausages to us), he always knew exactly when my 
husband would arrive home, loved to be hoovered 
with the attachment (done gently, promise) and had 
a passion for trying to bite bees. 

Our first ‘baby’, we had him before our two 
daughters came along, and when he died, aged nine 
and a half, we all grieved his loss as though he 
were a member of the family. 

Which, of course, he was. 

He is buried in our garden, with poems from the 
girls and a bone, and his picture has pride of place 
in our living room. 

Simba came next, an equally delightful rescue 
dog, this time from the RSPCA in Swansea. He 
was with us for just five years, but was just as 
much part of the family. His relationship with the 
hoover was less amicable: he hated it and chewed it 
to bits (I would happily have done the same). 

We adored him nevertheless and, as with Jacob, 
he contributed so much to our family life. Petless 
now for a number of years, we miss a dog’s 
presence (if not the hairs) in our home. 

There is nothing quite like a dog’s welcome 
when you open the front door - and nothing quite 
like their unconditional devotion. 

It was this empirical research into the life of 
rescue dogs which informed my agenda when I 
recently visited the Dogs Trust and Croft Kennels 
in Bridgend. This, and the almost-daily dissing of 
dogs in the media, which seems to have become 
routine of late. 

Our nation’s once much-loved mutts have been 
getting a pretty bad press, with stories of dog 
fouling, puppy farming (Wales is the national hot 
spot for this heinous practice), designer (Cockapoos 
and Labradoodles) and dangerous dogs all grabbing 
the headlines. 

With an estimated 8-10 million dogs in the 
UK, we appear to remain a nation of dog-lovers, 
but despite a six per cent drop in numbers from the 
previous year, the 2013 stray dog figures show that 
too many continue to be abandoned - 111,986 
nationwide. 

In Wales, an encouraging 14 per cent decrease 
was also noted last year, from 10,230 to 8,840, but 
this is still the fifth highest number of strays per 
authority in the UK - an average of 24 dogs being 
picked up every day. 

So what exactly are the main problems - and are 
we able to solve them? 

Jamie Graham, who has worked at Croft Kennels 
for just over a year, is unequivocal: “It’s hardly 
ever the dogs who are the problem. It’s what’s at 
the other end of the lead”. A damning indictment, 
indeed, of the inadequacies of many owners. 

Jamie, one of a small team at the kennels, which 
act as the official dog pound for Bridgend and the 
Vale, sees this problem time and time again. 

“Any dog can be a good dog with the right 
training. And the dog needs to be the right match 
for the owner. This ongoing criticism of Staffies, 
for example, it’s just not fair on the dogs. 

“They are a great breed. People forget that they 
were originally labelled “nanny dogs” because they 
are so good with children. The ‘hound from hell’ 
image has come about because they have gone to 
the wrong homes, where they’ve been cooped up 
for long hours. Or kids have been allowed to taunt 
them. 

“It’s a lack of education on the owners’ part. 

You can buy a dog cheaply so easily these days. 
Look...” 

He scrolls down his phone to show me a site 
offering pups for as little as £30. “There are no 
questions asked by the seller about suitability and 
the owner has no idea what he or she is taking on. 

“Two months down the line, the owners can’t 
cope, which means another dog brought to us or 
found wandering on the streets”. 

Jamie has a passion to change the situation and a 
passion for his work: “If your heart weren’t in this, 
there’d be no point in walking through the gate in 
the morning. 

“It’s a vocation and it’s like a family up here. 

We all try our best to get the dogs back into good, 
loving homes”. 

In a quiet, rural location near Coity, on the 
outskirts of Bridgend, Croft Kennels was 
established by Adrienne Morgan 19 years ago, 
cares for up to 52 dogs and acts as the official Dog 
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Pound for both Bridgend county and the Vale. 

“We have a non-destruction policy here” adds 
Jamie. “It’s extremely rare for a dog to be put to 
sleep and there has to be a very good reason. We 
try our very best to reunite a dog with its owner, 
but we often find they are not reclaimed due to 
cost. 

“We have to charge for housing and feeding the 
dog while it’s with us, and there’s a reclaiming 
cost, but many people don’t want to - or can’t pay 
the fee when they arrive. It’s a tough economic 
climate”. 

The day I visit, there are several empty kennels. 
“We are having a quiet spell at the moment, which 
is encouraging”. All the dogs are well-groomed 
and there is clear affection from all the workers for 
their charges : 

“We work hard with them and try to iron out any 
little problems. You do get very attached to them”, 
says another staff member, Chris Hopkins, who 
worked for 10 years in a boarding kennels in 
France before starting at Croft. 

He echoes Jamie’s sentiments about some 
owners. “It’s frustrating that the dogs are often 
here because they haven’t been given the necessary 
guidelines from the start”. 

This feeling was echoed, too, by Beverly Price, 
Dogs Trust manager in Bridgend: “People thi nk 
they can just buy a dog, without doing any research 
or having any of the necessary skills: it’s like 
expecting to drive a car without having any lesson. 

“We get up to a hundred calls a week from 
people asking us to take their dogs - and often it’s 
because they simply can’t cope. They haven’t 
undergone any training and they are not in tune 
with the dog’s needs: people forget that each dog 
has its own personality, just like a human being”. 

Beverly, who has worked at the Dogs Trust for 
22 years and owns three dogs of her own, all of 
whom were with her when I visited, was keen to 
stress from the outset that the whole ‘dog situation 
in this country’ needs readdressing. 

“We are seeing so much neglect and cruelty and 
more maltreatment than 10 years ago. It’s not just 
unscrupulous breeders, either, although that is 
clearly a problem. We are getting more and more 
cases of people buying dogs, then trying to carry on 
with their working lives, full time. 

“Some people are locking their dogs in crates 
and often leaving them there all day while they are 
out. It’s shocking. The dogs then develop 
behavioural issues, because they are bored and 
frustrated. And, on a basic level, they probably 
need the toilet. It’s really awful. 

“We always tell people that you shouldn’t leave 
a dog for more than three to four hours at a time, 
maximum. Never all day. The dog will be so 
lonely, which can lead to anxiety and other 
problems. 

“There’s a lack of education and a lack of time 
invested in the dog. There is no commitment from 
a lot of people these days. They just give up and 
want to give the dog back, which leads to broken 
attachments for the dog. It’s heartbreaking”. 

Consulting her notes - “There is so much I want 
to tell you!” - Beverly moves on to what is 
clearly - no pun intended - one of her pet hates: 

“The biggest issue I think we are co^ronting at 
the moment is that of designer dogs, or dogs as 
fashion items. Money-driven breeders are creating 
these hybrids - Yorkipoos, cockapoos and the like - 
and they are creating all sorts of behavioural and 
health problems in the dogs. 

“Women carry them round in their handbags - 
and the dogs then refuse to walk anywhere. It’s not 
natural. And some of the cross breeds have traits 
that are simply not compatible - like a collie and a 
bull breed - you’ve got speed in the one and 
strength in the other - and people don’t know how 
to manage them”. 

Beverly agrees with Jamie at Croft Kennels that 
Staffies are thoroughly misunderstood: “They are 
one of the most abused dogs of today. Any pound 
you visit will be full of them. Of the 20 calls we 
get a day, 70 per cent of them will be about 
Staffies. They are being overbred. 

“They often end up in families where they don’t 
get treated properly. Too often they are not 
properly socialised. Again, it’s down to a question 
of training - or lack of it. I can’t stress that 
enough. 

“But it has to be the right sort of training, where 
positive reinforcement is used with treats and 
titbits - no choke chains or other harsh methods I 
We offer training classes here on Thursday 
evenings. They are run by our TBAs (Training and 
Behavioural Advisors) and we encourage all 
adopters to attend. It’s in our interests and theirs. 
We don’t want to see a dog being brought back”. 



I ask Beverly whether we would benefit from 
another Barbara Woodhouse figurehead? “Maybe. 
But what we really need is to get the message 
across that all owners should undergo training with 
their dogs - with professionals. 

“It’s so obvious, but I think it’s what has to 
happen. We are back to the driving lessons 
analogy. And, like small children, dogs do love a 
routine”. 

Beverly, who manages a staff of 26, which 
includes canine carers, a campaigns officer and an 
education and a veterinary department, runs 
through the rigid dog adoption process, which 
includes a home visit to ensure that the home and 
garden are safe. “You wouldn’t necessarily get that 
from a private seller”. 

The fee to adopt a dog is £80, which includes 
four weeks’ free insurance, all vaccinations, 
neutering (“vital, in the battle to reduce the number 
of strays”), a lead and a collar. All dogs leave the 
Trust microchipped. 

“It will be compulsory from March 1,2015 for 
all dogs to be microchipped. We are offering a free 
drop-in service, so there is ample opportunity for 
all owners to get this done. Like neutering, it’s a 
vital step towards reducing the number of 
abandoned dogs.” 

Linda Feagan, supporter relations officer at the 
Dogs Trust, Bridgend, picks up on this: “It’s such a 
quick and easy form of ID. From next March, 
there will be a penalty enforced if a dog is found 
unchipped. 

“As owners can get it done for free at the 
moment, there is no excuse not to! And it clearly 
works. 40 per cent of dogs reunited with their 
owners last year were due to microchipping, 
compared with 22 per cent the previous year. We 
also need to ensure that more dogs are neutered, to 
avoid the problem of overbreeding. 

“Sadly, there were still 9,000 dogs put to sleep 
last year across the UK. We have a non-destruction 
policy, but with so many new dogs coming in every 
week, it’s inevitable that some will not be 
rehomed”. 

Fun day and Dog Show 

While acknowledging the problems, it is 
important to remember the undisputed joy and 
benefits of dog ownership, something that Croft 
Kennels and the Dogs Trust are keen to promote. 
Linda’s remit includes the organising of the annual 
Fun Day And Dog Show in Margam Park. 

This year, it tafes place on June 22 and for 
Linda and the team, it is a vital opportunity to show 
the public just how much fun having a dog can be: 

“We’ve talked about a lot of the problems, but I 
want to stress the positive side as well. Having a 
dog can be so rewarding. In this year’s show, we 
have a waggiest tail competition, best trick, doggy 
dancing and a golden oldie award” (for the dogs or 
the owners, I wonder?). 

“Many adopters come to show off their charges. 
The pride people take in their pets is wonderful to 
witness. And it’s another great opportunity for the 
dogs to socialise - another key aspect of successful 
dog ownership.” 

Linda is also a great advocate of the Dogs Trust 
Sponsoring Scheme. “For just £1 a week, you can 
make a difference to a dog’s life, helping to feed it, 
pay for vets’ bills and even for toys. 

“It’s a great scheme for dog lovers who can’t 
accommodate a dog in their home. The chosen dog 
sends the sponsor birthday and Christmas cards - 
and even Valentine cards! The scheme is working 
really well”. 

And what about funding? “As a charity, we rely 
on donations from our wonderful supporters to 
allow us to continue the work we do”, says Linda. 



“Many people choose to become a member of Dogs 
Trust, others choose to sponsor a dog and around a 
quarter of our income comes from people leaving a 
gift to Dogs Trust in their will”. 

As a much smaller operation, which only has 
four members of staff, Croft Kennels are often 
stretched to the limit financially. Jamie talks with 
fondness about two dogs they have recently 
rescued, both of whom required urgent surgery. 

“Twix is a delightful eight-year-old chocolate 
Lab, who came to us with a massive tumour on her 
side. Polly is a one-year-old Black Lab, who had a 
tumour on her mammary. We paid for both dogs’ 
operations out of our own funds and, hopefully, 
they will make a full recovery. Polly already has a 
new home to go to, which is such a relief’. 

Clearly struggling to cover the costs of such 
major surgery, Jamie is keen to talk about Crofts’ 
latest initiative to raise awareness and much-needed 
funding. “We are launching a Friends of Croft 
Kennels Scheme and inviting any dog lovers to 
come and volunteer with us. 

“We need help with dog walking and 
maintenance, as well as fundraising and awareness 
campaigns. We’ll be celebrating our 20th 
anniversary soon, so we need help with that too. 

We hope to organise a big open day”. 

At the Dogs Trust, as Beverly and I walk to the 
kennel area to see the dogs currently awaiting new 
homes, we check on her own trio bedded down in 
the office, on the way. Beverly, like all the people I 
have spoken to is clearly passionate about dog 
welfare and desperately keen to see a more 
responsible attitude towards man’s best friend. 

She is keen to emphasise that the Dogs Trust will 
always be there to provide ongoing advice and 
support for all adopters, even after the dog has long 
left their care. 

I applaud the work that all these marvellous 
people do - at the Dogs Trust, Croft Kennels and 
other rehoming centres - and also the emotional 
tenacity it requires: it can’t be easy seeing 
abandoned creatures day in day out. 

It must also be extremely tough bonding with 
these loving and desperate-to-be-loved animals, 
then having to let them go. As a respite foster carer 
(for children), I know how difficult and painful 
these temporary relationships can be. But it is clear 
that we desperately need more canine adopters to 
come forward.

THE Dogs Trust, the UK’s largest 
dog welfare charity (boasting the 
Queen as its patron), looks after 
17,000 dogs annually in the UK. 

In Bridgend, the centre rehomes 
600 every year. But, as the Dogs 
Trust slogan so clearly states, if you 
are thinking of getting a dog, it is ‘for 
life, not just for Christmas’. 

We had Jacob Woodie Sausage for 
nine years. My sister had her German 
Shepherd, Rubble, for nearly 13. If 
your dog is fortunate enough to live a 
long, healthy life, it is really like 
raising another child. There is much 
hard work required - but there are 
many, many rewards. 

Having a dog teaches you about 
loyalty and commitment. A dog 
keeps you fit. As we all race at 
breakneck speed through life these 
days, a dog can also teach us to slow 
down. 

For me, an inveterate A-type 
personality, multitasking like mad, 
one of the greatest pleasures of 
owning Jacob and Simba was sitting 
down and stroking them and 
communicating with one another in 
silence. 

When it comes to emotional 


intelligence, our canine cousins really 
are top dogs. They sense our every 
mood and are there for us through 
thick and thin. Thinking of all the 
dogs I have seen over the last few 
days, their appealing eyes looking up 
at me as I patted and stroked them, I 
hope that it will not be too long 
before we as a family welcome 
another rescue dog into our home - 
and before others decide to take the 
plunge. 

With all the right information and 
training, this is one purchase you will 
not regret - and which need not break 
the bank. Although there are obvious 
costs, including vets’ bills, dogs, 
unlike most of us these days, are not 
materialistic and will generally be 
happy with an old, chewed ball, a 
daily bowl (or two) of food and a bed. 
The main thing they need, as Beverly 
stated, is time - and endless love. 
Neither of these need cost you a 
penny.

D-Day landings 
exhibition 


THROUGHOUT 
June, the Art 
Central gallery in 
Barry is marking 
the 70th 

anniversary of the 
D-Day landings 
with a retrospective 
exhibition of work 
by celebrated 
female war artist, 
Ray Ho ward-Jones. 

This commemoration 
is significant to the area 
as Howard-Jones was a 
Penarth resident and 
was one of only a few 
female artists engaged 
by the War Commission 
to paint the preparations 
for D-Day along the 
south Wales coastline. 

This impressive 
collection of work has 
been co-ordinated and 
curated by Emeritus 
Professor of Poetry of 
the University of 
Glamorgan and 
established writer and 
poet Tony Curtis. 

Ray Howard-Jones 
was born in Berkshire in 
1903. She was 
christened Rose Marie 
Howard-Jones, and was 
later affectionately 
nicknamed ‘Ray the 
Paint’ by her friends. 

She moved to Penarth at 
the age of two and was 


raised in her 
grandfather’s home on 
Plymouth Road. In the 
early 1920s Ray studied 
at Slade School of Fine 
Art in London, and was 
described by Wilson 
Steer as “the finest 
colourist the Slade has 
ever produced.” 

Ray is best known for 
her paintings along the 
Penarth and 
Pembrokeshire 
coastlines, but perhaps 
her most significant 
accomplishments are her 
recordings of the D-Day 
Landing preparations in 
1944 of Penarth and 
Cardiff Docks. 

For this retrospective, 
works have been 
brought together from 
numerous public and 
private collections 
across Wales and 
England. Her work is 
displayed substantially 
in the National Library 
and National Museum 
of Wales, as well as in 
the Imperial War 
Museum in London. 

The ‘Ray Howard- 
Jones: A Retrospective’ 
will be on display at Art 
Central Gallery, Town 
Hall, King’s Square, 
Barry from Saturday, 
June 7 until Saturday, 
July 5.

FINES AND PRISON 
FOR FLY-TIPPING 


THE Minister for Natural 
Resources, Alun Davies AM, 
last week set out plans to reduce 
fly-tipping across Wales. 

During 2012/13, there were over 
34,000 reported incidents of fly¬ 
tipping, which cost the Welsh taxpayer 
£1.9 million to clear up. Although 
incidents of fly-tipping have decreased 
in Wales in recent years, it remains a 
significant and expensive problem. 

“The Welsh Government is taking 
action to reduce this costly problem 
and the Minister is asking people to 
have their say on the new draft 
strategy, ‘A Fly-tipping Free Wales ’, ” 
Mr Davies said. 

“Fly-tipping is a crime that spoils 
our neighbourhoods and has a big 
impact on our local communities. It 


also poses a threat to people and 
wildlife as it spreads disease, pollutes 
the environment, contaminates soil and 
can make areas more liable to 
flooding. This is completely 
unacceptable. 

“The new draft strategy sets out 
how the Welsh Government will work 
in partnership with organisations 
including Natural Resources Wales, 
the police, fire service, housing 
associations and local authorities to 
reduce incidences of fly-tipping. 

“It also proposes that the reduction 
in fly-tipping should be achieved 
through a combination of measures, 
including business engagement, 
education, community action, publicity 
campaigns and enforcement including 
fines of up to £50,000 and prison 
sentences.”

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WELSH RUGBY FACING 
TOUGH TEST WITH 
THE SPRINGBOKS... 

AND ALSO ON TRIAL AT HOME

W HEN unfancied, injury- 
hit Wales run out to face 
mighty South Africa in 
Durban on Saturday, they will be 
hoping that Growthpoint, Kings 
Park, will prove to be an aptly- 
named venue for the still 
developing young squad to show 
they deserve to be ranked among 
the elite in world rugby - by 
claiming a big southern 
hemisphere scalp at last. 

However, though it may be far from 
mission impossible, the tourists, minus their 
inspirational skipper Sam Warburton, and 
other major frontline stars like the 
metronomic points machine Leigh Halfpenny, 
know they face a truly herculean task in the 
first of their two tests on the mini tour. 

The statistics and the odds against them are 
inescapable: the Springboks have triumphed 
in 25 out of the 27 matches played since they 
first met 108 years ago, at St Helens, 

Swansea, on December 1,1906, when the 


home side lost 0-11. Altogether, South Africa 
have amassed a total of 739 points against 
Wales’ 382, averaging about 27 points per 
match - culminating in the 24-15 win in last 
year’s autumn clash at the Millennium 
Stadium. 

Throughout those long years, successive 
Wales teams have managed only a 6-6 draw 
on January 24,1970 at the National Stadium, 
Cardiff, and the epic 29-19 victory on 
November 26,1999 - amid euphoric scenes at 
the half-completed new Millennium Stadium 
(I know,’cos like Max Boyce, I woz there!) 

That momentous day went some way to 
healing the wounds from the 96-13 horror 
show in Pretoria, when a mismatched Welsh 
touring team was humiliated, to the sound of 
jeers and derision from the home crowd, just 
one year previously. 

For many of the current Welsh squad, 
memories will still be raw from their last tour 
to the high veldt when the 2008 Grand Slam 
side went down 43-17 and 37-21 - so they will 
not lack extra motivation to finally put the 
record straight. 


Moreover, since then, the gap between 
Wales and the southern hemisphere giants 
has been gradually narrowing; and they can 
also take heart from their acclaimed 
performance in the 2011 Rugby World Cup in 
New Zealand, when they stunned the Boks in 
their group match at Wellington, before 
finally being edged out by a single point, 17- 
16. 

The Welsh camp know, however, that South 
Africa on their home turf will be a different 
proposition - even minus several stars of their 
own - and that some big guns had been 
recalled expressly to again batter Wales into 
submission. 

For head coach Warren Gatland, it is 
another opportunity to test his denuded 
squad’s strength in depth and the young 
tourists’ mettle under fire, with the longer- 
term objective of next year’s Rugby World 
Cup in mind. 

While a clear-cut victory, of course, is the 
preferred scenario, in the circumstances a 
highly-competitive display and another 
cliffhanger would set the reshuffled team up 


nicely for the second and final test a week 
later! 

On Tuesday, Wales were looking for 
inspiration from the tourists’ uncapped match 
at Port Elizabeth with Eastern Province 
Kings. 

Skippered by Dan Lydiate, with James 
Hook at last with the keys to Number 10 and 
three new starting caps - Steven Shingler, 
Jordan Williams and Welsh trialist sensation 
Matthew Morgan - the latest to join the 
player drain to Bristol, the team did not 
disappoint, running in five tries in a morale 
boosting 34-12 victory, with Hook 
contributing 14 points.

Meanwhile, back home, it is no exaggeration to 
say that Welsh rugby itself could be on trial in 
terms of its ability to resolve differences of 
opinion by open and sensible debate, rather 
than continue the unseemly war of words. 

Hopefully, this will be achieved in Port 
Talbot on Sunday at the extraordinary general 
meeting of the Welsh Rugby Union, following 
calls led by former CEO David Moffett, who 
has been at the centre of a mystery this week, 
with reports that he was planning to return 
home to New Zealand.

T he day after

Springboks in the 
first test, Welsh 
rugby will be 
involved in what I 
believe is a waste 
of time and money, 
with a Moffet- 
initiated EGM in 
Port Talbot. 

Mr Moffet had his 
chance and he walked 
away mid term with job 
incomplete and a 
healthy severance 
packet to boot, I 
believe. 

What have the 
current Welsh hierarchy 
done wrong? They 
have failed to plough 
money into the regions 
irresponsibly, upsetting 
them, but on the other 
hand they have made a 
conscious effort to 
boost the grassroots 
game and, as Warren 
Gatland has pointed out, 
the success of the 
national team has 
required the best people 
working in the best 
possible environment 
with the very best 
facilities to bring out 
the best of the talent we 
have at our disposal. 


He stressed to 
achieve this we have 
needed the financial and 
operational support of 
the WRU and we have 
been able to rely on that 
with confidence. 

Going back to the 
regions, it is sad that 
many of our top players 
are leaving Wales. 
Rugby league used to 
be the arch villain, now 
it’s France and the 
Premiership. There is 
no easy solution but 
how many games do 
these elite players play 
for their regions 
anyway? 

When you look at the 
Ospreys and Cardiff in 
particular, they just 
haven’t played well 
enough in many games, 
inconsistent, even naive 
on times. 

One major issue to be 
discussed at the EGM is 
the regrouping of all 
147 clubs in Divisions 
4/5/6 into 13 new 
Division 3 leagues, 
based on geographical 
criteria, the idea being 
to address the issue of 
cost and time spent 
travelling while also 
creating more local 
derbies. 

Many club treasurers 
will be rubbing their 


hands in delight, though 
I am sure there will be 
factions concerned 
about possible mis¬ 
matches. I know back 
in Pembrokeshire there 
has been a campaign to 
return to the old local 
rivalries with players 
loyal to their home 
town clubs and playing 
week in week out with 
people they grew up 
with, and strangely 
enough creating lasting 
friendships, something 
alien in the modern 
game. 

Those who wish to 
play at a higher level 
can still try and better 
themselves in the higher 
leagues. 

Under the new 
structure, Llantwit 
Major will play in Div 3 
East Central A next 
season against Barry, 
Cowbridge, Dinas 
Powys, Llandaff, 
Llandaff North, Taffs 
Well, Canton, St 
Albans, Old 

Penarthians, and Caerau 
Ely. 

One idea I would like 
to hear at an EGM is 
the prospect of the 
WRU establishing a 
fifth region, not at 
Ponty or north Wales 
but through a buy-out of 


London Welsh. Coach 
Justin Burnell has said 
he is looking for 12 to 
15 new players. 

The WRU could play 
the Welsh National 
squad in the 
Premiership and 


Europe, week in week 
out, and the English 
Rugby Union would 
provide £4 million to 
the running of the club - 
just a thought!
